BY THE LORD CHIEF JUSTICE HALE. 
He that fears the Lord oi heaven and 


earth, and walks humbly before him,— 
and thankfully lays hold of the message 
o! redemption by Jesus Christ, and 
strives to "express his thankfulness by 
the sincerity of obedience,—that is sor- 
ry with all his soul when he comes 
short of his duty,—that walks watch- 
fully in the denial of himself, and does 
not yield to any lust or known sin ;—he 
that, if he fails in the least measure, is 
restless till he has made his peace by 
true repentance,—that is true in his 
promise?, just in his dealings, charita- 
ble to the poor, sincere in his devotion, 
—that will not deliberately dishonor 
God, although with perfect security 
from temporal punishment,—that has 
his hopes, and his conversation in hea- 
ven,—that dares not *o do any thing un- 
justly, although never so much to his 
advantage ; and this because he firmly 
believes Him that is invisible, and fears 
him because he loves him ;—fears him 
as well for his goodness as for his 
greatness; such a man, whether he be 
an Episcopalian or a Presbyterian, an 
Independent or Anabaptist; whether 
he wears a surplice or wears none; 
whether he kneels at the communion, 
or for conscience' sake stands or sits: 
he hath the life of religion in him ; and 
that Life acts in him, and will conform 
his soul to the image of his Saviour, 
and go along with him to eternity, not- 
withstanding his practice or non-prac- 
tice of things indifferent. 
On the o- 


ther side, if a man fears not the eter- 
nal God, commits sin with presump- 
tion, can drink to excess, lie, swear, 
vainly or falsely, loosely break his pro- 
mises,—such a man, although he cry 
down Bishops, or cry down Presbyte- 
ry; although he be rebaptised every 
day, or disclaim against it as heresy ; 
although he fast all the Lent, or fast 
out of pretence of avoiding supersti- 
tion—yet, notwithstanding these, and a 
thousand more external conformities 
or zealous oppositions of them, he 
•wants the life of religion.

GREENWOOD of Boston:—

rope, independently of her Polish pos- 
sessions, (which in 1827 contained 3,- 
850,658 souls,) amounted in that year 
to 44,603,600, which is double that of 
Great Britain.

inhabitants, and stands "inferior e\'en to 
Norway and Sweden in density of pop- 
ulation.

The military force consists — in in- 


fantry, of 23,800 guards, and 294,600 
of the line ; in cavalry, of 63,520 ; of 
24,000 irregulars, 36C pieces attached 
to the horse, and 732 pieces attached 
to the foot artillery, forming a total of 
405,920. 
This is the amount of the 


regular establishment, but, in time of 
war, like the present, it is greatly aug- 
mented by levies under the imperial 
ukase. The Polish army consists of 
50,000. 


The Russian navy at the beginning of 


1828, comprised 50 ships of the line, 
35 frigates, and above 100 other large 
vessels, besides floating batteries, gun- 
boats, gallies, Sec. — The whole manned 
by somewhat more than 50,000 sailors. 
This establishment has of late been 
considerably increased. 


The whole empire does not present 


above 1,840 cities and towns, 1,210 
strong places, and 227,400 villages and 
hamlets.

He had 
notes engraved in imitations of the 
Bank of England, with a representa- 
tion of himself mounted on a bull, and 
attended by clogs and pigs. 
He con- 


tinued all his follies, probably the off- 
spring of vanity, to his life's end, and 
will long be remembered by thousands. 


London Paper. 


Mr. Shicl, the Irish orator, in an in- 


teresting article entitled "Recollections 
of the Jesuits," tells the following an- 
ecdote : 


"In America, the Jesuits are all Re- 


publicans. 
Two of them lately visited 


Rome: and being heard to express 
some strong democratic sentiments, 
they were reprehended by the General 
of the order; but the Council of Five, 
to whom they appealed, and to whom 
the General himself is responsible, de- 
clared that as the form oC government 
in the United States was Republican, 
it was the duty of an American Jesuit 
to feel as an American citizen ; and re- 
scinded the decision of the Superior."

ing tbeir patriotic resolutions to buy 
no more Kentucky Hogs, are appre- 
hensive that there will not be enough in 
the market this winter, and they seem 
not to be pleased with the prospect be- 
fore them. We gave them timely no- 
tice, and have nothing now to add for 
their comfort, except that fifty or a hun- 
dred thousand will be slaughtered on 
the Ohio, "which, but for their political

In-s-pursuance of a resolution of the 


House of Representatives requesting 
the Governor to ascertain from the 
banks that made temporary loans to 
the state, during the last summer, 
•whether they would be willing to con- 
tinue such loans on the Same terms, for 
a further period of six months, the 
Governor on Saturday last communica- 
ted to the house the correspondence on 
that subject, by which it appears, that 
the Philadelphia bank, the banks of 
Lancaster, 
Schuylkill, Montgomery 


county, Perm township, United States, 
North America, York, Reading, Com- 
mercial Bank of Pennsylvania, Insu- 
rance Company of Pennsylvania, and 
the Union Insurance Company, are wil- 
ling to continue their loans ; and the 
banks of PENNSYLVANIA, Harris- 
burg, Chambersbunj, and Stephen Gi- 
rard, are unwilling. The bank of Penn- 
sylvania holds about §620,000 of the 
above loans, which it appears she is 
unwilling to continue for the further 
period of sis. months. Whether this 
unwillingness proceeds from inability, 
or for want of a disposition lo accom- 
modate the state at this particular cri- 
sis, we cannot say. 
The capital of the 


Bank i.s S2,500,000, of which the slate 
owns S3, 500,000, and the balance is 
held by individual stockholder*,, who 
have a large majority oi ihe directors, 
and consequently control the operations 
of the bank. 
If we are correctly infor- 


med, she now holds but a very small 
portion oi the permanent loans which 
she herciofore made to the common- 
wealth, having transferred a great por- 
tion of the same during the last sum-

In the Senate, yesterday, Mr. Brown,

was adopted, as follows : Resolved, that 
the committee on roads, bridges, and 
inland navigation, be and they are here- 
by instructed to inquire into the expe- 
diency and propriety of allowing certi- 
ficates given by the acting canal com- 
missioners and superintenclants of the 
Pennsylvania canal and rail road, as 
evidences of debt against the common- 
wealth, for labor done or materials fur- 
nished on said canal and rail road, to 
bear an interest at the rale of five per 
cent, per annum, from the date of such- 
certificate until it is paid. 


The bill, authorising loans from cer- 


tain banks, passed the committee of 
the whole without opposition. 


In /he House, Mr. Martin, of the coun- 


ty of Philadelphia, offered the following 
resolution which lies on the table, to 
wit: Resolved, that the committee of 
ways and means be instructed to in- 
quire into the expediency of bringing 
in a bill, authorising the-State Treasu- 
rer to cause an immediate issue of 
Treasury Notes, in sums of ten dollars, 
and upwards, to the amount of two mil- 
lions of dollars, bearing an interest of 
5 per centum per annum, and redeema- 
ble on the first day of January. 1835.

For "the last three days, the House of 


Representatives have had the bill for 
disposing of the state stock in the 
Philadelphia bank,under consideration, 
in committee of the whole, Mr. Mat- 
thews^ of Cambria, in the chair. 
The 


bill authorises a transfer, or sale of the 
stock to the bunk at par, and on pay- 
ment of the interest up to the time of 
the transfer. 
To this proposition it is 


understood the bank is willing to ac- 
cede, and make immediate payment of 
ihe amount of the stock, which is S523,- 
300, in consideration of the transfer, 
and the extension of their charter for a 
period of ten years beyond the time, at 
which it would expire under the pre- 
sent law, which will be about ten years 
hence. 
Consequently, if the present 


bill should become a law, the bank 
will be chartered fora period of about 
twenty years from this time. The cap- 
ital of the bank is, however, to be redu- 
ced the amount of the state stock, from 
and after the passage of the bill. 


The discussion took a wide range, 


in which the operations of the bill on,- 
the financial concerns of the state, the 
policy of our present system of internal 
improvement, and the policy of re-char- 
tering large monied institutions, were 
all referred to. 
On yesterday, much 


feeling was apparent in the committee, 
when, on motion of Mr. Rehrer, it rose, 
and had leave to sit again next Thurs- 
day.

Mineral Wealth of Ihe West.—A wri- 


ter in the Ohio State Journal mentions, 
that IROX is found-in great abundance 
in the lower section of the Sciota Val- 
ley. 
On the waters of Bush creek, in 


Adams county, three blast furnaces are 
already in successful operation, at 
which upwards of fifteen thousand tons 
of castings are made annually 
The 


greater portion of it is manufactured 
into bar iron, nails. Sec. at the iron for- 
ges on Paint Creek. 
The iron of those 


forges is said to be equal to the best 
samples of Juniata or Swedish Iron.— 
Twenty years ago the iron used in thai 
neighborhood was brought from Wes- 
tern Pennsylvania, and sold at from six- 
teen to twenty-five cents per II). 
A 


number of furnaces and forges are also 
in operation, near the mouth of the Sci- 
ota river, and higher up. on the banks 
of the Ohio, near the French Grant.— 
The ore is found in abundance through- 
out the region. 


A London paper gives the following 


explanation of a term in common use, 
but which may not be generally under- 
stood by all our readers :•— 


"We every day hear of steamboats 


and manufactories having engines of 
perhaps 9.0, 30, or 40, horsepower; 
but as there probably may be among 
our readers some who do not precisely 
comprehend what that power means, 
we beg leave to explain the subject as 
it is now understood. 
The power of a 


horse is considered to be that which 
will elevate a weight of 33,000 Ibs. the 
height of one foot in a minute of time, 
equal to about 90lbs., at the rate of four 
miles an hour.—(Another estimate re- 
duces this lo only 22,000lbs. raised 
one foot high in a *ninute, equivalent to 
lOOlbs. 23 miles per hour.) 


This is a force greater than that ex- 


erted by a common cart horse, which 
is not estimated at more than 70lbs.; 
that is to say, that a horse harnessed to 
a cart, weighing with its load 40 cwt. 
or two tons, and drawing on a level 
road at the rate of four miles an hour, 
makes use of the same force as if his 
traces, instead of bein% fastened to a 
cart, were passed over a pulley, and 
lifted perpendicularly a weight of 70lbs. 
The expression of the power of the 
steam engine in horses' powers is con- 
sequently more practical than scienti- 
fic. It was introduced when steam en- 
gines first began to supersede horse- 
mills, when the manufacturer naturally 
inquired, how many horses a steam-en- 
gine would dispense w'nh ?

AVe have seldom been called to inscribe 


upon our obituary column, u nume more ne:ir!y 
associated with nil that is valuable In cliarac- 
ter,or elevated in public esteem, than that of 
Col. JOHN 
7 M'PHK,USO\ T, who died in this 


city, on Wcdnescl.iv last, in the 69th year of 
hish^e, after an Illness of a few days. 


Col. Nfriicrson was a native of Pennsylva- 


nia.*-— He came to Fredeiick In 1781, when 
he had just attained the period of manhood, 
Not long- before the conclusion of the Revo- 
lutionary war. he received a lieutenant's com- 
mission in the sen ice of his native State — as 
a cessation of hostilities soon aher ensued, no 
demand was made upon him for active field 
duty. 
He came to Frederick, as an ag-ent 


for the supply of prisoners, then quartered 
here. 
In 1783 he. formed a matrimonial con- 


nection, which confirmed his residence in 
Frederick, where he has since lived. 


His standing and weight of character soon 


attracted the consideration and confidence of 
his fellow citizens, and the publicfunctionaries 
of Ills adopted state ; from the first, he recei- 
ved a call into their legislative assembly ; from 
the latter, he held, and long discharged the 
duties of the odice of associate judge of Fred- 
erick county, prior to the existing organiza- 
tion of the Judiciary of Maryland. 


Nature had gifted him with decided, sound, 


discriminating and practical powers of mind, 
which were early appropriated, under the 
discipline of patient industry and well-direc- 
ted enterprise, towards such an advancement 
of his fortune, as should qualify him to dis- 
charge his duty, as well to a numerous off-" 
spring, as to the community of which he was 
a member. Through life his engagements in 
matters of business, have been unceasing and 
extensive, and under no circumstances, has 
the breath of suspicion ever raised a whisper, 
affecting his honor and fair fame. All his ob- 
ligations in life have been fulfilled with rigid 
punctuality and exactness, tempered with a 
forbearance and conciliation, which always 
prompted him, rather to surrender promised 
advantages, than to perplex or oppress, by an 
enforcement of contracts. 


It is not designed to comprise in the mea- 


sured limits of this hasty notice, the multi- 
plied evidences of the substantial worth of 
the deceased, which might be gathered from 
objects, towards which he had, during a pe- 
riod of nearly fifty years, directed much of his 
attention and support. Not to speak of the 
freedom with which he was wont to encourage 
and endow all enterprises, having for their 
end public improvement, witnesses might ev- 
ery where be cited, along his walk in private 
life, of a spirit of disinterested and munificent 
liberality, not less remarkable for its warmth 
and activity, than destitute of ostentation, pa- 
rade, vain glory, vices which frequently 
stain the character of those who undertake to 
distribute of their abundance. 
His kindness, 


his hospitality, his generous sympathy, were 
not confined to the circle of his social acquain- 
tances, his equals, or his friends ; but spring- 
ing from the heart, they expanded over and 
enlivened a wider, a more promiscuous range, 
extending their influence to numerous ob- 
jects, which, bv the rules of a cold, worldly 
c.'dcuhtion, would have been excluded from 
his regard or notice. 
To all such (and who 


can Dumber them ?) the death of this citizen 
will prove a heavy, painful bereavement. — 
To those more intimately connected with 
him, whether us descendants, relatives or 
friends, a recollection of the virtues which a- 
dorncd and dignified bis character, will les- 
sen the presence of that sonow which such a 
separation is calculated to create.

GENTLEMEN :—Under the deepest 


sense of obligation for the confidence of 
the truly respectable meeting which 
you represent, and the personal kind- 
ness with which you have communica- 
ted their wishes to me ; under a strong 
conviction of public duty to the people 
of two of the counties of t'his congres- 
sional district, who have on three oc- 
casions honored me with their generous 
support, I should at all times feel my- 
self bound to sacrifice my interest, my 
-wishes, and all my private feelings, by 
the devotion of my time and my every 
effort, to promote your and their wel- 
fare in any public station to which I 
might be called. If the present was an 
occasion which to my mind presented 
an imperious call for my personal ser- 
vices as a representative of the people, 
it would be obeyed with pride and 
cheerfulness, let the cost be to me what 
it might. The one which has been 
made, is indeed oppressive, and leaves 
me no other freedom of opinion, than to 
express my sentiments to you with can- 
dor; and then leave it to your own judg- 
ment to decide between the public and 
myself—their interest and my feelings 
can be confided to no safer or better 
men. 


Important as may be the crisis, which 


you think is approaching, and I will not 
say 
that 
your 
apprehensions are 


groundless—I do-not think that my e- 
lection is necessary to avert it. 
Expe- 


rience justifies me in believing that an 
appeal to the patriotism and good sense 
of the people of this district will not be 
made in vain; that they will elect as 
their representative one able and willing 
to advocate their interests, and protect 
the rights of the country, without ask- 
ing of me a sacrifice which would be 
truly painful if public duty did not ren- 
der it indispensable. 


But, admitting the preference which 


the meeting and yourselves have been 
so kind as to express in my favor is 
merited, I cannot withhold the expres- 
sion of my opinion, that under existing 
circumstances it would be improper 
that my name should be presented to 
the people. A recent occurrence seems 
to me to indicate the extensive preva- 
lence of a feeling as little consistent 
with the honor, the justice, the peace, 
or the welfare of the country, or with 
the genius of our mild, benign, and free 
institutions : men whose character and 
•wealth give them an imposing station 
in society, have publicly denounced, as 
unworthy of public confidence, and 
dangerous to the community, the mem- 
bers of an association, which for ages 
has survived the enmity of inquisitions 
and of tyrants, and whose principles 
have been respected amidst the wildest 
excesses of civil discord, of triumphant 
party vengeance, and of regal oppres- 
sion, and a solemn appeal is about to 
be made to the people of this district 
to sanction the proscription. .Whether 
the impulse proceeds from public duty, 
the spirit of persecution, or the aspira- 
tions of ambition, is not for me to say; 
but if the freedom which is accorded to 
their subjects by the despots of the old 
world, is to.be denied to the citizens of 
the free republics of the new ; if we are 
to become the victims of proscription, 
not less ruthless and cruel, than unjust 
and undeserved, it seems to me the du- 
ty oj every man lo pause, and seriously 
inquire, whether the sacrifice of FREE 
MASONS will appease the angry spirit 
of the storm which rages around us— 
•what new victims it may require, and 
how many of the ciuif and re%70us insti- 
tutions of the country, may, at no dis- 
tant day, be destined lo disappear be- 
fore the ambition of candidates. For 
my part, whether the design or tenden- 
cy of this new combination is properly 
appreciated or not, my path seems a 
plain one; not with my own consent to 
ribk the fearful consequences which 
may possibly ensue by my being a can- 
didate. If the people of ihis powerful 
and respectable district shall think pro- 
per to stamp masons and masonry with 
the seal of infamy. I hope it may never 
be attributable lo me or my friends, and 
that the responsibility may rest exclu- 
sively on those «ho ha%e commenced 
thfe excitement,

Consider me as in your hands; and if* 
with a full view of the whole ground, 
you shall be disposed again to urge on 
rne an acquiescence with the wishes of 
the meeting, mine will no longer be in 
their way.

political feeling and political intelli- 
gence—and the growth of a great trib- 
unal of public opinion, whose jurisdic- 
tion is spreading to the uttermost con- 
fines of the civilized world—and about 
to become as sovereign as it will be ex- 
tensive—taking cognizance alike of the 
vices of kings and follies of republics, 
and awarding an impartial judgment, 
and whose tendencies must inevitably 
advance and secure the melioration of 
the condition of man. Permit me in 
conclusion to renew to you my warm 
acknowledgments for thisdistinguished 
mark of your regard, and to salute you 
all in cordial spirit of a Friend and of a 
Brother.

received from John M'Glaughlin. The 
latter evinced no disposition to escape, 
and is now in prison, where he will re- 
main till the January court, at which 
time he will receive his trial.

The indictment contained two counts 


—the 1st for keepings common gaming 
table (not being a billiard table) and 
called a Faro table, at which said ga- 
ming table, a certain gam*1 of chance 
was played, lo the Jurors unknown, for 
money: the sr*:;/nd count was for keep- 
ing a certain bank for common gaming, 
called a Faro Bcmk. 


The first witness who was calk-d was 


whether within one year next 


preceding the finding of the inquest, 
June, 1829, he had seen the traverser 
play at or keep a Faro Bank or Table. 
He objected to answering the question, 
alleging he could not without crimina- 
ting himself. 


Richardson objected to the question, 


and produced an ordinance of the city 
of Baltimore, under which any person 
playing at a game of chance, was sub- 
jected to a fine, but the court was of o- 
pinion that the witness might answer 
the question without criminating him- 
self, by confining his language to Pat 
terson's acts. The witness then, with 
the most evident reluctance, gave his 
testimony, and it amounted to this that 
he had seen Patterson play at Pharo by 
dealing the cards, paying away the 
counters when he lost upon a card, and 
taking them up when he won, and that 
these counters were the representatives 
of money, and the game was indis- 
criminately called a Faro Bank or Ta- 
ble. 
Another witness testified to the 


same effect. 


The case was submitted to the Jury 


without argument, who, after retiring 
about five minutes, pronounced a ver- 
dict of guilty. 
~ 


The law in this case was argued by 


the counsel on both sides with much 
learning and great ability, and the de- 
cision of the court pronounced by Judge 
Dorsey, in a very concise and luminous 
manner. 


Patterson was sentenced to pay a fine 


of one thousand dollars, and to be im- 
prisoned in Anne Arundel County Jail 
for thirty days. 
The accused appeared 


to be about 23 years of age.
